Ottawa, May 21. — The Department of 
Trade and Commerce received informa- 
tion to-day which leads to the conclusion 
that the Pacific cable conference will 
not take place quite aa early as had been 
expected. The dispatcli states that the 
Australian delegates are booked to at- 
tend a velegraph conference in Budu 
Pesth, Hungary, on June 8, and after 
that pome time will be required to enable 
the delegates to get together tho material 
necessary to carry on the Pacific Cable 
conference without interruption. 

The Royal society concluded its busi- 
ness this afternoon, the following offi- 
cers being elected for the ensuing year: 
Archbishop O'Brien, of Halifax, presi- 
dent; Hon. F. G. Marcband, vice-presi- 
dent ; . treasurer, Prof. Fletcher ; and 
secretary, Dr. Bourinot. The society 
has appointed a committee to inquire as 
to the number of deaths due to the 
accidental inhalation of gas in towns 
where the water gas is used for lighting 
purposes. W. Bell Dawson, chief tidal 
surveyor, andDr.Ruttan,of McGillwere 
elected new members of the society. 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers has been engaged for two days 
discussing tho workings of mutual li"fe 
and accident insurance associations. 
There are no complaints, as far as can 
be learned, in regard to the cost of the 
insurance, which does not average more 
than ifoO for £3,000 ; but there is some 
dissatisfaction over the vagueness of 
knowledge of the workings of the asso- 
ciation. 

O. Jones, of Gananoque, of the Car- 
penters' and Joiners' Union, haB inter 
viewed Controller Wood to urge that 
certain classes of carpenters' tools not 
manufactured in Canada be admitted 
duty free. 

Mr. Prince, commissioner of fisheries, 
delivered an able lecture to-night before 
the Koyal Society, on tho fishery re- 
sources of Canada. There was a large 
audience, and Lord Aberdeen made a 
eulogistic speech. 

THE BISHOPS' MAHDEMENT. 

They Simply Appenl to the People on a 
Question Which Touches Their 
Conscience. 

Halifax, May 21. — At a meeting at 
Amherst yesterday Sir Charles Tupper, 
in regard to the mandement, said the 
bishops simply asked the people on a 
question that touched their conscience 
— that is their religion— to support only 
those who so far as parliament was con- 
cerned sustained the right of the Roman 
Catholic minority of Manitoba to have 
their privileges restored which everybody 
admitted had been taken away. 

Sir Gharles Tapper declared that tho 
prospects for the Liberal-Conservative 
party were never, better. At one, 
time lie said it was feared Manitoba and 
the West would go against the govern- 
ment, but now everything had changed. 
The government no doubt would lose a 
number of seats in Ontario, but ho hoped 
to gain some in Quebec. 

PRETORIA PRISONERS. 

Further Particulars Regarding the Commu- 
tation of the Sentences. 

Pretoria, May 21. — The sentences of 
the Johannesburg reformers, it was an- 
nounced to-day will stand over till next 
week, and meanwhile sentenge of fifteen 
years' imprisonment has been substi- 
tuted for sentence of <leath imposed on 
Col. Rhodes, John Hays Hammond, 
Lionel Phillips and George Far ran Nine 
other prisoners were discharged, eighteen 
sentenced to live months' imprisonment, 
twenty-two to three months' imprison- 
ment, f, 

London, May 21. — A dispatch has been 
received from Governor Sir Hercules 
Robinson relative to the sentences im- 
posed upon the reformers at Pretoria, 
which says one portion of tho prisoners 
will be released immediately and an- 
other portion in three months. A third 
portion of the prisoners will have their 
cases considered and passed upon after 
five months, and a fourth after a year. 



THE KANSAS STORM. 

Casualties and Pecuniary Losb Sustained 
by Sunday's Storm. 

Kansas City, Mo., May 21. — Twenty- 
eight killed outright, fifty more injured, 
some fatally, and a property loss aggre- 
gating $1,000,000 is now given as the es- 
timated damage done by Sunday's 
storm in several counties in Kansas. 
Further reports may increase these 
figures, as telegraphic communication 
with the stricken parts is still imperfect 
and consternation prevails. The dead 
are distributed as follows: Seneca and 
neighborhood, 8; Reserve, 5; Sabatha, 
5; Morrill, 4. Seneca suffered a property 
loss of about $350,000 ; Frankfort, $100,- 
000; Reserve, $60,000 ; Sabatha, $50,000; 
Morrill, $20,000, and many thousand 
dollars in the country between these 
towns. Although the pecuniary loss at 
Frankfort was great, no atjlife was los 
there. Destruction and destitution 
meet the eye at every turn. Many were 
absolutely penniless; 



PANAMA CANAL. 

Its Feasibility Possible in the Opinion of a 
Well Known Railway Man. 

San Francisco, May 21.— E. H. jHin- 
ton, long and favorably known as a 
traffic official of the Gould system of 
roads and at present the general western 
ugent of the Panama railroad, with 
offices in this city, returned homo yes- 
terday after a six months' sojourn in 
Colon and the Central American repub- 
lics. Mr. Hinton spoke of the work of 
the canal as follows: 

" Several weeks ago I mado' several 
trips upon the contemplated portions of 
the canal. About two-thirds its length 
between Colon and Panama is com- 
pleted, but that does not mean that two- 
thirds of the work towards finishing the 
big enterpriso has been completed. The 
Culebra cut, midway between Colon and 
Panama, and the summit of the eleva- 
tion to be overcome in order to complete 
the canal, represents a vast amount of 
work and great expense. About 1,000 
men are at work on this cut. The com- 
pleted portions of the canal are in good 
condition and many parts of its bed, be- 
cause of tho rock formation, will endure 
forever. As a layman I am more con- 
vinced than ever that tho comple- 
tion of the canal is a certainty, It is un- 
questionably feasible and practicable." 

TO STUDY SEAL LIFE. 

Two Natural History Professors to Proceed 
to Behring Sea— Existinu Regula- 
tions Criticized. 

London, May 21. — The Under Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs, Mr. 
George N. Curzon, in the Houseof Com- 
mons to-day said that, with the co-oper- 
ation of Canada and the United States 
two professors of natural history will 
shortly proceed to Behring sea in order 
to study the fur Bealing industry. Mr. 
Curzon in answer to a further ques- 
tion on the subject said that the 
regulations for sealing in British Col- 
umbia, were, in some respects, contrary 
to the recommendations of the British 
commissioners. But, he explained, they 
could only be revised witn the joint 
consent of Great Britain and the United 
States. Steps, he continued, were be- 
ing taken to inquire into the workings 
and adequacy of the regulations, with 
tho co-operation of Canada, owing to 
the repeated representations of the 
United States, in regard to the inad- 
equacy of the present regulations for 
the proper protection of the seals.

THE FRASER RIVER, 

Reports From Several Points as to the 
Movement of the Water. 

Lillookt, May 21.— -The weather is 
clear, with the thermometer at 70. The 
Fraser, which had fallen considerably, 
is again rising. 

— The weather is 
warmer, with the river at about a stand- 
still.

THE WONDERFUL X RAYS. 

First Experiments Made in Victoria "With 
Roentgen's Wonderful Discovery. 

The X rav apparatus upon the mak- 
ing of which Mr. R. Hutchison, the elec- 
trician, has been engaged for sometime, 
for himself and Dr. Ernest Hall, and 
which was described a short time ago by 
the Colonist, is now completed, and 
was put to a practical test last night in 
Dr. Hall's office. It consists of a prim- 
ary coil of large wire to take the current 
from the Btreet electric light main, the 
current being into a secondary coil, 
which raises the voltage from 52 volts to 
40,000 volts. The current then passes 
through Loyden jars and a spark gap 
into the primary of a Tesla oil coil, 
changing it into a high frequency cur- 
rent of about 200,000 volts. The second- 
ary of the oil coil goes to a Crooks tube, 
hich produces the pictures. Last 
night the objects to be photographed 
were placed on an ordinary photograph 
slide enclosing the sensitive plate, the 
tube being about six inches from 
it. Photographs were taken of a hand, 
some money enclosed in a wooden box, 
a screw nail and pen knife, the averago 
of exposure being about twenty minutes 
with the exception of the hand which 
was exposed for an hour. What the re- 
sults are will not be known till to-day 
when the negatives are developed. A 
preliminary test was given the night be- 
fore when a picture of Dr. Hall's hand 
was taken, but part of the electric 
apparatus required alteration, and 
though the picture was very good for a 
first attempt it is expected that last 
night's tests will be even more satis- 
factory, aa the apparatus worked per- 
fectly and the light was better and 
steadier. The apparatus will be placed 
on view in a few days, and later on a 
lecture and public exhibition of its work-

London, May 21.— Mr. Chamberlain, 
secretary of state for the colonies, pro- 
sided to-night at the South African an- 
nual dinner at tho Hotel Metropole. In 
his address he expressed his regret at 
the small progress which had been made 
towards the reconciliation of the Dutch 
and English in South Africa. He said 
he could not regard the sentences finally 
fixed upon the reform prisoners as sat- 
isfactory and they would not tend 
to the speedy realization of the desired 
object. He had always regarded Presi- 
dent Kruger, he said, as the last man 
to be animated by vindietiveness to- 
wards the men who, though they erred 
grievously, had still created the pros- 
perity of the Transvaal. The policy of 
the British Government, he said, would 
not be changed. They would strictly 
fulfil their legal obligations and would 
maintain their legal rights. 

The Times has a dispatch from Preto- 
ria which says: " Two of the liberated 
reform prisoners were unable to pay 
their fines and the randers forthwith 
subscribed the amounts. Mr. Barney 
Barnato headed the list with a large 
donation. Complications are sure 
to arise and the wildest talk is indulged 
in. The feeling that the government 
will not interfere causes dismay. Mr. 
Barnato has closed the mines and dis- 
charged the men belonging to the com- 
panies he controls. The burghers are ■ 
signing a petition to release the prison- 
ers on the ground of the commercial and 
mining interests of the country. Dr. 
Leyds declines to allow me to inspect 
the jail, declaring that the sanitation, 
etc., are adequate." 

The secretary of state for the colonies, 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, in the House 
of Commons to-day, said he had received 
a telegram from the British agent at 
Pretoria to the effect that President 
Kruger haB promised that special jail 
regulations will bo framed and made ap- 
plicable to the Johannesburg Reform 
prisoners, and also that proper accommo- 
dations will be provided for them. Mr. 
Chamberlain added that it was probable 
the prisoners viould not be separated. 
' A dispatch to the Times from Cape- 
town says: "Dr. W. J. Ledys, secre- 
taiy of state for the Transvaal, tele- 
graphed Governor Sir H. Robinson on 
Wednesday that the Transvaal govern- 
ment had received a sworn declaration 
as to the massing of troops and cannon 
in the Mafeking district and of other 
military preparations. Dr. Ledys de- 
sired an explanation. Sir Hercules re- 
plied regretting that reliance had been 
placed upon erroneous reports, the in- 
accuracy of which might easily have 
been learned." 

Napier's column from Buluwayo has 
joined the Salisbury column at Gwelo. 
Captain Napier reports that he has seen 
no natives since his last fight. Cecil 
Rhodes, addressing the column, said the 
neck of the revolution was broken and 
that a powerful police force would in 
future man a number of forts along the 
road. The combined column will start 
forthwith and drive the rebels from the 
hills. 

The revised sentences of the reform 
prisoners, as announced yesterday, have 
been unfavorably received at Pretoria, 
and a great revulsion of feeling is 
evinced among the Afrikanders. It is 
declared by a most independent and 
trustworthy source that President Kru- 
ger persistently urged that all the sen- 
tences, to imprisonment should be re- 
placed by fines. For three days 
he pressed this view, but he 
was overcome by a majority of the 
executive council. It is felt everywhere 
that the Transvaal government has lost 
a great opportunity for reconciliation, 
and there is a strong feeling in favor of 
the reconsideration of the decision as to 
the sentences. The fate of the four 
leaders, Col. Rhodes and Messrs. Phil- 
lips, Hammond and Farrar, whose sen- 
tences were provisionally commuted to 
15 years' imprisonment, will be an- 
nounced on Monday. 

The VolkBrand of the Orange Free r 
State bus rejected the convention with 
Cape Colony for the construction of 
branch railways. 

A Times dispatch from Moscow says: 
" This city never looked so gay and bo 
joyful, not even on the entry of the late 
Emperor Alexander. Moscow has he- 
come immensely richer under protection 
and prohibitive tariffs. The decorations 
are more extensive and more remark- 
able."

VANCOUVER. 

Yamoouvek, May 21.— The Y.M.C.A. 
cordially welcomed tho Ep worth Leagu- 
ers to the city yesterday. Mr. Char- 
nock, who spoke for the Y.M.C.A,, said 
that the league convention was a part of 
one of the grandest movements the 
Christian world had ever seen. Mrs. 
McGregor spoke on behalf of the Wo- 
man's Christian Temperance Society, 
while Rev. Coverdale Watson heartily 
welcomed the convention to tho church.

Rev 
Mr. Wilkinson, of Nanaimo, spoke on 
behalf of the Nanaimo leaguers.

This morning after prayer service and 
scripture lessons, committees were ap- 
pointed and reports of theoflicers heard. 

At to-day's session of the convention 
of Epworth Leaguers and the Sunday 
schools of Britiati Columbia., Rev. C. 

Twenty-one 
leagues, with a total membership oi' 784, 
undone mission band answered to the 
roll call. The secretary's report showed 
that the money raised for the year was 
$979.15. Papers on the scriptural meth- 
ods of maturing Christian character and 
relation of social and literary depart- 
ments to the development of Christian 
character were read.

Schou said to the Colonist repre- 
sentative that in his opinion there was 
enough water and power in Capilano to 
supply a city of 100,000 people for all 
time. 

J. M. Browning, manager of the Cari- 
boo and Horsefly hydraulic mines, 
stated to the Colonist representative to- 
day that tho ditches and construction 
were all in perfect shape this spring ; 
that -active operations on the Horselly 
Hud Cariboo would commence at once, 
and he would be able to supply reports 
of the clean-ups weekly.

Washington, May 21. — The foreign 
statistics gathered by the agricultural 
department show the crop conditions 
throughout the year. The summary 
follows : 

Great Britain— The crop outlook every- 
where is good and promises a harvest 
about two weeks earlier than usual. 
This would diminish the imports for the 
remainder of the current year bv about 
5,000,000 bushels. 

France— With normal weather until 
harvest, the wheat crop will be more 
than Buflieient for home requirements. 
A surplus for export is confidently pre- 
dicted by French agricultural journals 
and statisticians. Some expect that it 
will amount to 40,000,000 bushels. This 
would affect prices, especially if the 
French government should pay a bounty 
cn exports. 

Austria-Hungary— Weather is favor- 
able and crops nromise well. 

Koumania— Cold weather in April re- 
tarded the crops, Put the outlook is gen- 
erally promising. 

Russia — Excellent prospects of a crop 
above the average in quantity and qual- 
ity are generally reported. Tho unfav- 
orable March weather in tho Bouth is 
found to have done no serious damage. 
Spring sowingB have been completed 
under favorable conditions.

Religions and Other Ceremonies At- 
tendant On the Czar's 
Coronation. 



Mohcow, Mny 21.— The most notable 
jirrival yesterday, though it was without 
ostentation, was that of the Dowager 
Czarina, She was received privately at 
the station by the Czar and Czarina 
The French mission alsoarrived. Great 
preparation had been made to have the 
French representation at the coronation 
on a scale suitable to Russia's nearest 
ally among the nations. Two of the 
largest noblemen's palaces in Mobcow 
have been rented and refitted in the 
costliest manner from France, especially 
for the coronation. Here the French 
ambassador will give a ball during 
the festivities, which is to be at- 
tended by the Czar and Czarina. 
The sum set aside for the sup- 
per alone is $70,000. Orders were long 
-ago placed in Morocco, Algiers and 
along the Riviera tor the choicest fruits, 
vegetables and flowers that the season 
affords, all of which are on their way 
here, especially for the banquet. The 
French ambassador will ride in the pro- 
cession to-morrow in the ornate state 
carriage of LouiBXV., which came from 
the Museum de Cluny, in Paris, with 
trappings for the horses and liveries for 
the postilions and footmen on a cor- 
responding scale of magnificence. 

Crown Prince Constantino of Greece, 
the Duke of Sparta and Prince and Prin- 
■cess Ferdinand of Bulgaria, arrived dur- 
ing the day and were received at the 
station, as was the French ambassador, 
by the members of the imperial family 
and by guards of honor. There were 
vast gatherings of people to witness the 
receptions, and to add their demonstra- 
tions of welcome. 

The city is filled with as many people 
as it will hold, and everywhere aredense 
crowds, so that the streets are almost 
impassable. 

A grand serenade was given to-night 
in the courtyard of the Petrovski palace 
by the combined choirs and orchestras 
in the city, numbering 1380 members, 
and comprising the chorus of the Impe- 
rial theatre. The Czar and Czarina lis- 
tened to the music from the balcony of 
the palace and warmly applauded the 
performance. The musicians carried 
lanterns, thus giving picturesqueness to 
the scene. 

At the shrine of the Madonna their 
Majesties were received by His Holiness 
the Grand Vicar of Moscow, who pre- 
sented them with crosses and sprinkled 
them with holy water. Their Majesties 
then entered the chapel and sat in pray- 
er before the image. At the conclusion 
of their devotions the Czar remounted 
his horse and the Czarina re-entered her 
carriage and they passed through the 
gate of the Savior, Spassmia Voroto, in 
the Kremlin, where they were received 
with all the ecclesiastical pomp 
possible by clergy as well 
as by the military commander 
of Moscow and his subordinates on 
horseback, all of 'whom afterwardB 
joined in the procession. Their Imperial 
Majesties then successively parted and 
worshipped within the Church of the 
Assumption, of the Archangel Michael 
and of the Annunciation. In each in- 
stance they found clergy of these sacred 
edifices assembled at the thresholds, 
carrying the cross and images of 
different saints. After passing the 
entrance of the Kremlin the cor- 
tege passed along the front of the 
Nicholas palace, but only the most im- 
portant members of the imperial party 
traversed the grand palace square in 
state, the iess important guests and vis- 
itors passing out of the Kremlin by the 
Borovitskia gate, and the troops which 
had taken part in the procession were 
drawn up in front of the grand gates 
of the Kremlin. The grand mas- 
ter of the ceremonies of the cor- 
onation, the arch grand master of 
ceremonies, the high court officials and 
the high dignitaries of foreign courts, 
the marshal of the court, members of 
the council of the empire and others, 
left their carriages near the entrance 
gate. The members of the council of 
the empire from that entrance went by 
the north gate to the cathedral of the 
Assumption, and the high court officials 
of foreign courts and the lesser cour! 
officials of the imperial court passeo 
around the western tour of the cathedral 
and stationed themselves near the south 
gate on a stand erected between the 
belfrv of Ivan- Velike and the cathedra' 
of the ArctiaiiL'nl Michael. Others of 
the court officials and gentlemen of 
court who had not taken part in the 
procession stationed themselves along 
the square from the cathedral and the 
grand master of the ceremonies of cor- 
onation, the arch-grand master of cere- 
monies, the marshal of the court and 
the grand marshal of the court went to- 
wards the door situated between the bel- 
fry of Ivan-Velike and the cathedral of 
the Archangel Michael and awaited the 
arrival of their majesties. 

The Czar and Czarina, His Imperial 
Highness and important foreign princes, 
upon arriving at the gate left their car- 
riages and entered the cathedral of the 
Assumption by the south gate, preceded 
by the grand master of ceremonies of 
the coronation and the arch-grand mas- 
ter of ceremonies and the marshals of 
the court. The Czar was followed by 
the Minister of bis household the Min- 
ister of War, his aide-de-camp, the gen- 
eral commanding the military house- 
hold of His Majesty and other important 
aides-de-camps. 

Behind them came members of the 
Imperial family, foreign prinees and all 
who were witnesses to the solemn cele- 
bration of the Te Deum, which waa ac- 
companied by prayers for the lives of 
their Majesties and for the happiness of 
Russia. Inside the cathedral their Ma- 
jeures found assembled all the person- 
ages who had not been able to take part 
in the procession from the Petrovski 
palace to the Kremlin. At the steps of 
the cathedral their Majesties were re- 
ceived by the Holy Synod and high 
clergy with the cross and holy water, and 
were preceded by the Holy Synod, the 
high clergy and choir chanting appro- 
priate hymns. At the moment their 
Majesties entered the cathedral the 
military commander of Moscow gave the 



signal and a salute of S5 cannon shots 
were fired. 

The Czar and Cxnriuw bowed rever- 
ently before the relic s of the saints and 
prayed bel'Ore 'hul'r images. During 
this' time the dignitaries and gentlemen 
of the hnpuHai court, who had been 
drawn up in line along the route tra- 
versed by their Majesties, went towards 
the doors of the cathedral and placed 
themselves in line, in order to form a 
passageway for their Majesties from the 
cathedral to the palace of the Kremlim. 
From the cathedral of the Assumption, 
the Czar and Czarina, accompanied by 
the imperial family and by the most 
distinguished of the foreign princes 
went to the cathedral of the Archangel 
Michael, where a To Deum had pre- 
viously been celebrated. 

Their Majesties were received at the 
steps of the cathedral by His Highness 
the Archbishop of Novgorod with the 
cross and holv water. After having 
venerated the relics and the holy images 
and prayed before the tombs of their an- 
cestors, their Majesties went towards 
the cathedral of the Annunciation, pre- 
ceded and followed in the same manner. 
On leaving the catnedral of the Arch- 
angel Michael, their Majesties found 
assembled at the door all the ladies of 
the court who had accompanied the Czar 
and Czarina from the cathedral of the 
Assumption. They welcomed their 
Majesties to the door of the cathedral of 
the Annunciation, but without entering 
it, although they separately followed the 
Imperial party. 

At the gate of the cathedral of the 
Annunciation, where a Te Deum and 
prayers had been previously celebrated 
and intoned, their majesties approached 
the holy images and relics iu the same 
manner.'as before, and eventually left 
the sacred edifice fur the palace, traver- 
sing the principal halls in state and be- 
ing received everywhere with the high- 
est ecclesiastical, military and civil hon- 
ors. At the moment their majesties en- 
tered the palace of the Kremlin a salute 
of 101 guns was fired, and throughout 
the journey the bells in all the belfries 
in iUoaeow were rung in joyous tones. 
The Czar and Czarina will remain at the 
palace in partial seclusion until May 2b, 
when there will be a grand review of the 
troops, and the ceremony of the conse- 
cration of the imperial Btandard, which 
ilways occurs three days before corona- 
tion, will take place. 

On May 22 and 23 the Czar and Czar- 
ina will receive the congratulations ot 
the foreign ambassadors and other high 
dignitaries in the throne room of the 
Kremlin palace. The scenes along 
Tverskaja street to-day, the route which 
the Czar followed from the palace to the 
Kremlin, through the city to the outer 
boundaries, where it becomes the high- 
way to St. Petersburg, were varied and 
picturesque. On this highway sands 
the Petrovski palace, where the Czars 
always reside previous to making their 
formal entries into Moscow previous to 
their coronation. In consequence this 
thoroughfare is one of the most attract- 
ive in Moscow and competition for win- 
dows along its length has been unprece- 
dented, the prices ranging from $100 up 
to $300 in cases where a good view of the 
procession could be had. All along the 
route special stands were erected for 
the accommodation of privileged people. 
Some of the structures were gorgeous 
and more like permanent houses than 
anything else. 

Tverskaja street, from one end to the 
other, is lighted by electricity to-night 
and the city is brilliantly illuminated. 
Probably the most striking structures 
erected for the occasion are large wood- 
en obelisks, some of them over 100 feet 
high, which to-night are covered with 
brilliant lamps. During the day they 
were handsomely decorated with bril- 
liant colors. The largest and most ori- 
ginal of these obelisks is opposite the 
provision market, and before the town 
hall stand four others, and an arch 70 
feet high. The illumination of the pub- 
lic buildings this evening is positively 
dazzling. They are outlined with lamps, 
their domes and roofs are covered with 
ips of all colors and the night effects 
are beautiful in the extreme. Electric- 
ity has been used as a rule, but candles 
in paper frames or glass bowls, oil 
lamps and gas lamps have also been 
largely employed. The whole city 
seems to be a mass of light. 

It would be impossible to overdraw 
the splendid picture presented by the 
procession of this afternoon and by the 
illuminations of to-night. No money 
has been spared to make the coronation 
festivities memorable in Russian history, 
and up to the present all the efforts have 
been crowned with success. The Russian 
government is said to have spent over 
$20,000,000 on the fetes up to the pres- 
ent, and the eity of Moscow is under- 
stood to have expended nearly as much 
money and more expenses have to be 
met. 

Some idea of the work done may be 
gained when it is stated that there are 
nearly 6,000 electric lamps shining from 
the celebrated tower of Ivan and that 
over 10,000 are flashing from the cele- 
brated towers or walls of the Kremlin, 
and an equal number are glimmering 
around the arsenal, the barracks and the 
guard-house. Here and there, especi- 
ally beneath the towers of the Kremlin, 
are Russian eagles formed out of small 
electric lamps suspended in the air. 
These add greatly to the scene. The 
walls of the Kremlin in front of the red 
square, however, are illuminated with 
gas, hut the ureat tower of Senacskai is 
brilliant with electrifi lights of changing 
colors. 

The battlements are bordered with 
electric masts, and the Alexander gar- 
den is decorated with illuminated 
kiosques, escutcheons, Venetian masts, 
hung and festooned with artificial flow- 
ers and the tower of Tuinitskai has been 
transformed into a waterfall of running 
electricity, which is precipitated from 
the top of that structure to 
the quay of the river. The illum- 
inations will last for three evenings 
in succession and will cost several 
millions of dollars to the government 
alone, not counting what the city will 
contribute towards this portion of the 
expenses. Besides the expense of the 
Russian government and the city of 
Moscow, the expenses which grand 
duken and grand duchesses, foreign 
princes and anibassadots, etc., have been 
put to is really enormous, one authority 
going so far as to estimate that there 
was $100,000,000 worth of jewels alone in 
the procession of to-day. 

The French govenuncntespeeially has 
been put, to very great expense for the 
coronation fetes. Two of the largest 
palaces of noblemen have been rented 
and fitted out in the costliest manner for 
French representatives, one of the items 
being a mile and a quarter of the most 
costly carpeting produced in France, 
The cost of the supper which their Im- 



perial Majesties will attend under the WILLIAM WILSON, 
auspices of the French .delegation, will PRESIDENT, 
be over $100,000.

TO THE ELECTORS 

—or— 

VANCOUVER 
DISTRICT. 



Gknti.kmkn:— The Dominion Elections are at 
hand, and it will be your privilege and duty 
to electa member to represent you in the House 
of Commons. 

I have the honor to be chosen hy a large 
portion ol the olectors from nil ports of the 
district to become a candidate for the office 
thatmu.t be filled. 

The most important subject before 
the public at the present time I think 
Is tho Tariff question. In reviewing the 
liudget Speech of tho Finance Minister, 
we find that the Liberal Conservatives 
were returned to power with a large majority 
In 1878, and the fiscal policy of the party waa the 
cause of that change. This policy has been 
CHrried out since that time and has been en- 
dorsed by the electors In 18:8, 1882, 1887 and 
1891, and the policy In the future is to be. that 
of the past— a reasonable protection of Can- 
adian interests. The great aim of the Liberal 
Conservatives has been to encourage home 
industries, and wo are all well aware that this 
could not be done without moderate protection, 
and on this particular question the electors 
from the Alluntic to the Pacific will pronounce 
their verdict in. June. We find that thin is the 
great question that the Liberal party expect to 
centre their arguments on. Tho country is 
Hooded with the literature of that party, which 
will deceive the unwary if possible, and make 
them believe that tho Liberal Conservatives 
are the most corrupt government on the face of 
the earth. Since 1894 we find that the govern- 
ment has been gradually reducing the tariff 
upon all articles that are in general use by the 
working classes in the country. Wo see in the 
Finance Minister's Budget speech (Hon. Mr. 
Foster) that the articles such as tea. cotl'ee and 
tin were entered free of duty, which means 
thutthe government were considering the in- 
terests of the masses, and wo find right along, 
vciir by year, duties struck off articles which 
wcro a greRt burden to the people; and wo are 
promised that the same policy will be continued 
until wo have every article in general use re- 
duced so that we will have just enough pro- 
tection to keep our neighbors across tho border, 
or any other country, from getting any undue 
advantageover us. We are all aware that the 
policy ot the United States is a high protective 
one. They are not in favor of reciprocity, 
preferential trade they core nothing about, 
unless it is to their advantage. They will give 
no preference to us, nnd what are the Liberal 
party advocating— free trade, free trade, a tarilP 
lor revenue; in fact, when we find the Liberals 
at their best their policy is nothing more than 
what the Liberal Conservatives arc carrying 
out at present. Hear what we have from one 
of our local Liberal papers; 

A tariff readjustment does not mean tho 
wanton destruction of the industries for the 
mere sake ot carrying out a revolutionary pro- 
gramme. The object Is to help the industries 
oi ihe. country." 

And yet on the other hand we hear them 
crying from one end of the country to the other, 
the policy of the Liberal Conservatives in pro- 
tecting onr natural Industries is giving the 
manufacturers all the benefits— that they are 
the onlv ones reaping the rich harvest. It is 
impossible for any government to become per- 
fect in a year, or even 20 years. They are finding 
•ut daily what is the. best for tho great mnssof 
the people, nnd I am glad to see that there are 
such promising signs that they will be returned 
to power by an overwhelming majority. To 
tnoseof us who hove lived under the reign of 
the Liberal Conservative government, during 
the last 17 years, and who have felt the great 
benefits by the gradual reduction ot the tariff, 
no argument to the contrary Will convince us 
that free trade wf 11 be a change for the bettor. 
I say Canada for the CanadiauB first, last and all 
the time. 

Tho Manitoba Bchool Question is the subject 
tta ;t the Liberal .party are expecting to ride 
into power bv. On thiB question 1 desire to 
ylve my humble judgment, bo that those who 
have given this undesirable question little 
consideration may see that BrltiBh fair play 
will prevail ot lust, When Manitoba received 
her Constitution in 1870, the rights of Manitoba • 
were protected by law. The minority at that 
time were the Protestants. After a number of 
years the separate schools did not give justice 
to all. They were found to be a great burden 
on the poor farmerB and the taxation became 
heavier on one portion of the people than the 
other. The schools were not up to tne standard 
of our public schools, tho teachers were below 
the standard, h spirit of dissatisfaction reigned 
amongst the majority, who had by this time 
become Protestants, and tho Manitoba Legis- 
lature passed the StateSchnols Act. In passing 
that act I consider that they did not give the 
minority that consideration that the Maritime 
and Eastern provinces had done. That was the 
right time the question should hove been 
settled. After six years litigation we find that 
it has become a national question. Remedial 
•legislation us brought in by the government 
has not been endorsed by the country. The 
Liberal party have been divided on the ques- 
tion as Well as the Conservatives, and tho con- 
clusion that the wisest men in the country 
hove come to is thai the Manitoba Legislature 
will have lo settle the matter in an honorable 
manner to nil concerned. 1 could not support 
Remedial Legislation as brought in by the 
government, but would support any measure 
to give justice to all ebneerued, so long as the 
public school system is kept intact, Hon. Mr. 
Laurler, while in U.C.. said on two occasions 
while here that we hod the best school system in 
the country, and commended our province 
liighlv 011 its advanced school system. Having 
such testimony (and I believe he meant all he 
said) I have no hesitation in Baying we have 
about afi perfect a school system as there is in 
any country. 

In coming to provincial matters I believe we 
are on the threshold of a prosperous future. 
Our mineral rcsouices, from our borders to the 
Arctic Ocean, indicate that we have untold 
wealth within our reach. Being alive to those 
facts, His our duty to advertise our resources; 
to encourage English capital to come and de- 
velop our mines of precious metals. The. federal 
and provincial governments must do their 
parts also, and It will he the duty of tho mem- 
bers elected to Ottawato see that justice isdouo. 

I am In favor of the subsidizing of tho C.W.R. 
to a reasonable extent, and endorse the action 
of the B.C. government on this question. 

The extension of the E. it N. It. should bo 
carried out at once, and the necessary appro- 
priation should have been grouted ot the last 
session of our Dominion Parliament. 

The farmers of our district will requiro tho 
earnest attention of the locul member consider- 
ing the (mattered condition In which they are 
placed along our coast, and on this Island. 

Markets require to ho established in all our 
principal cities, facilities for Retting to those 
markets, and reasonable rates hv railway and 
steamers should be given. As the government 
have to assist in this line.it is only rossonsb'o 
to expect that they will grunt every facility in 
their power, and which I shall feel it my duty 
to urge, should I have the honor to bo elected. 

Our Postal system requires investigation. The 
growing needs of all parts of onr district by 
rallwayn and steamers are not what we require. 
The member for the district will beheld respon- 
sible in future for alien tioiflo our various needs. 
Considering our geographical condition 1 con- 
sider that we will require best consideration 
the Dominion government can give, by making 
liberal appropriations for public buildings, and 
lor Improving our coasts and harbors. 

Having been 17 years umongst you I consider 
I have a practical knowledge ol tho varlouB 
wants of our district. If elected I will devote 
my whole time to working for tho best inlercsu 
of all; to unite and bind together all classes, and 
capital nud labor in all its branches, and will 
not commit mjsclf on any great measure 
brought before parliament, without consulting 
tho clectorsof the district. In conclusion, I ask 
for the support of all who dcslro the prosperity 
of our country.

WILL MARTIN FLOP f 

The Toronto World'H Winnipeg cor 
respondent says he lma learned or 
authority which cannot be questioned 
that Mr. Joseph Martin, the Liberal 
candidate for Winnipeg, "has determined 
to break away from Laurier'a forces en- 
tirely, and come out straight flat-footed 
on Dulton McCarthy's platform. In his 
canvas Mr. Martin has found that the 
somewhat indefinite utterances of Mr. 
Laurier, with respect to the school ques- 
tion and his speeches about resorting to 
the constitution if conciliatory taoiics 
should fail are materially affecting his 
prospects, the people desiring a frank, 
clear declaration that under no circum- 
stance will the national schools in Mani- 
toba be interfered with." 

We are not at ^tll surprised 
to see this report. If Mr. Martin is sin- 
core in his opposition to denominational 
Kchools, and if he really believes that 
the Dominion Parliament has no right 
to interfere with the school legislation 
of Manitoba he must, to be consistent, 
repudiate Mr. Laurier as his leader. 
The Liberal leader has promised over 
and over again that he will, as soon as 
he gets into power, restore to the 
Roman Catholic minority of Manitoba 
their separate Bchools, by conciliatory 
means if it is possible, but if those 
nieanB fail he will resort to the power 
which the Constitution places in the 
hands of the Government to have jus- 
tice done to the minority. Mr. Martin 
has discernment enough to see that the 
difference between Mr. Laurier anil the 
Government on the school question 
is the difl'erence between tweedledum 
and tweedledee. He now, if he is at all 
logical, must see that hfs proper place i6 
by the side of Mr. Dalton McCarthy, fie 
will, if he is consistent, resent Mr. 
Latirior's interference, let it be ever so 
conciliatory, fur, if as the maintainors 
of pon-int^rforence hold, Manitoba has 
a perfect right to legislate in any way it 
pleaseB about education, what right has 
Mr. Laurier or any other public 
man outside of Manitoba to meddle 
in the ,' matter? Let him mind 
hia own business and look after 
his own province. Manitobans are 
perfectly competent to govern them- 
selves. This, provided the Dominion 
has no right under the constitution to 
inter/ere, is the proper attitude for non- 
interference men to assume. 

British Columbia, for instance, has 
the exclusive right to borrow money on 
the solo credit of the Province* If when 
its legislature had authorised the Gov- 
ernment to contract a loan Mr. Laurier 
or Sir Charles Tupper sent a Commis- 



rate of interest, would not the meddler 
be very quickly asked why he came pok- 
ing his nose into what did not concern 
him, and would he not bo told to mind 
his own business,' and that when Brit- 
ish Columbians wanted his advice on the 
subject they would ask for it? In short, 
would not the official interference of. nil 
outsider be regarded as a more imper- 
tinence, and would it not be resented aB 
such by British Columbians of all par- 
ties? 

The recent utterances of Mr. Laurier 
on the school question must be regarded 
by Mr. Martin and his supporters as in- 
excusable, and no one need wonder that 
they are angry and talk seriously about 
repudiating him altogether. The Lib- 
eral leader, if he wanted to retain his 
hold on Mr. Martin and his like, should 
have remained in the clouds a good deal 
longer. It was only as long as he was 
misty, indefinite and rhetorical that 
they had any pretext for following him. 
Whenever he Bpoke plainly and appeared 
before the country in his true colors they 
must have seen that by continuing to 
acknowledge him as their leader they 
would be acting inconsistently with 
their declared principles, and would, in 
short, be making fools of themselves. 
Mr. Laurier has nothing in common, as 
far as the school question is concerned, 
with non-interference men, anti-rome- 
dialists and anti-coerciouists. 



REPUDIATION ADVOCATED. 

Here is the doctrine on contracts seri- 
ously laid down by Mr. Bostock's Kara- 
loops newspaper: 

"The compacts that men make, the 
agreements they enter into, these they 
are bound for themselves by our com- 
mon sense of what is right [and just to 
carry out. But that a father can bind 
the son or the son's sons to any compact 
or agreement is not possible, except by 
the consent of the son, and if that con- 
sent be withheld that compact or agree- 
ment falls to the ground ; it is of no 
force." 

We happen to have on our 
table the dictum of the Hon. 
David Mills on the binding force 
of contracts. The subject on which 
he was speaking at the time, was the 
Manitoba Act, which was mentioned in 
the judgment of the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council as being " in truth 
a parliamentary compact." Mr. Mills 
said : 

"Here the expression 'compact' is 
used in that specific and technical sense 
which it has acquired in English con- 
stitutional law. Now, the rule to be ob- 
served in respect to compacts between 
peoples is a very ancient one. We are 
told in the story of the conquest of 
Canaan that Joshua made peace with 
the Gibeonites, and made a league with 
them to let them live. And that 
the chiefs bound themselves according 
to an ancient custom. The Gibeonites 
wore supposed to reside far away 
from the scene of Joshua's mili- 
tary operations. In three daya there- 
after Joshua was in the midst 
of their country. It was within the 
area which had been marked out by him 
for conquest, and the Israelites mur- 
mured because of the treaty which 
Joshua and the chiefs had made. But 
the answer was we may not touch them ; 
we are bound to its observance. And 
from that day to this compacts between 
persons and compacts between states, 
whether weak or powerful, are held in 
the eye of the law, and in the moral 
sense of mankind, to be inviolable 
according to their true intent and 
meaning. 

Mr. Mills' idea of the binding nature 
of compacts is somewhat difl'erent from 
that of the Sentinel, for ho was speaking 
of a compact which had been in force 
for many years and which is in- 
tended to be binding until it is changed 
by the same authorities that made it. 

The law of the land does not wait to 
consider whether the individuals who 
made the compact are alive or dead. 
When the bodies of every individual 
who took part in the framing and the 
sanctioning of that compact are mould- 
ering in the grave its provisions will be 
as binding as they were the day after it 
was sanctioned by the different Gov- 
ernments who wore parties to it. 

Men bind themselves and their heirs 
in many instruments which are consid- 
ered as valid and as binding a century 
after they were Bigned as they were the 
day after they were executed. And it is 
right that it should bo so. Lot us take 
an instance. The boundary between 
Alaska and British territory depends on 
the wording of a treaty that 
was made over seventy years ago. 
It is not probable that a 
single individual of those who 
took part in the framing, the signing 
and the sanctioning of that treaty is 
alive. Yet all the parties concerned re- 
fer to that treaty with as much, confi- 
dence as if it wore a living authority. 
It bound the fathers, and it binds the 
sons and the sons' sons. Supposing our 
American neighbors should say : "The 
men who made that treaty have been 
dead for years. Wo believe that it was 
a foolish bargain, and we will conse- 
quently repudiate it. We will not ad- 
mit that it is of any force at all." What 
would ho thought of them? The world 
is a wicked world certainly, but there is 
not a civilized nation in existence that 
would dream of repudiating a treaty he- 
cause the men who made it are dead. 

Wo will take another example, sup- 
pose the city of Kamloops wanted to 
borrow $100,000 to make some improve- 
ment which its inhabitants now con- 
sider of groat public advantago. Assume 
that they borrowed tho money and agreed 
to pay it at tho end of ninety years 



tinel " that tho father can bind the son 
or the sons' sons to; any "compact or 
agreement is not possible without the 
consent of , the son?" It would be im-. 
possible iruthis case to get therconsent of 
tho son or the sons' sons, Assume fur- 
ther that at the end of fifty years the 
sons and the sonB' sons of thepresent in- 
habitants of Kamloops should say : "We 
have paid interest on that money long 
enough. A good denl of it was wasted 
and stolen, and wo don't intend to 
pay any more, either principal or 
interest." Would tho city's creditors 
have no remedy ? Would the judges of 
the land declare that it was not possible 
for the fathers to bind the sons to pay 
tho money, and consequently the agree- 
ment was void from the very beginning 
and the creditors may bo thankful that 
they have been able to draw interest on 
their loan for so long a time. Such an 
declaration every one knows would he 
absurd. The sons and the bosib' sons 
would be held bound to pay the debt 
according to the agreement. 

A more immoral doctrine tlian that 
promulgated by Mr. Bostock's paper 
cannot be imagined, and when tho edi- 
tor says that "there is not a writeron the 
British Constitution that does not assert 
the principle we have enunciated" ho 
says what is ridiculously false. 



FALSIFICATION. 

Mr. Bostock's paper, the Inland Sen- 
tinel, makes no apology to its readers, 
for having laid before them a garbled 
report of Mr. Laurier's speech. It re- 
produces the words It suppressed out of 
their connection. It does not toll its 
readers that they formed the concluding 
clause of a sentence which it had cut in 
two for its own purposes. It hypo- 
critically professes to be glad that we 
drew attention to the statement. If 
this is the case, why did it mutilate the 
sentence? The mutilation was in fact 
the most impudent cheat wo ever saw 
attempted by a newspaper. Does Mr. 
Bostock believe in the falsification of 
speeches for election purposes?

Sir Charles Tupper in Capo Breton, has 
refused to be put in nomination again 
The gentleman who is to take his place 
aB the Premier's opponent is Dr. Ken- 
dall, one of the most popular inpri in the 
country.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

The City to Finish the Reservoirs— Ccnoi 
tional Extension jf Time to 
Contractors. 

The council had a special meeting last 
evening, assembling in full force at 8.30 
with Mayor Beaven in the chair. The 
discussion of the Cadhoro Bay road 
drainage nuisance was resumed, and the 
matter was referred to the sanitary in- 
spector for report as to the cause of the 
nuisance and the best remedy. 

The latest correspondence relating to 
the waterworks contract was then taken 
up— this comprising, as already printed 
in full, the terms upon which a certain 
portion of the work may be finished by 
the corporation; anil the statement of 
1 the claim of the contractors for extras 
said to have been performed by them. 
It was resolved that the completion of 
the reservoirs should be taken over on 
the terms stated, provided that this can 
be done without prejudice to the city's 
interests with respect to other parts of 
the work. The next clause of the report 
dealt with the proposed extension of 
tune for the completion of the rest of 
the work, to the 30th June. On this 
Aid. Macmillan moved, seconded by 
Aid. Williams, that the extension be 
granted on condition that the contract- 
ors allow their men to start work at 9 in 
the morning and stop at i in the even- 
ing, otherwise the penalty of $100 a day 
for non-completion of the contract to be 
exacted. 

Ald. Partridge opposed the resolu- 
tion as he thought the engineer the 
proper person to decide upon the exten- 
sion of time. 

Ald. Marchant could not support the 
resolution as it stood, as he thought it 
unreasonable to ask any contractor to 
adopt the hours for labor there mention- 
ed. He would favor any reasonable sug- 
gestion fixing the hours so that men 
who live in town could go in and out by 
train. 

The mover expressed his willingness 
to make such an alteration, and the 
hours were therefore stated as 7 :45 a.m. 
and 5 :45 p.m. 

Ald. Humphrey thought there was 
too much in the motion for him, and he 
moved in amendment that the exten- 
sion be granted provided that the men 
are allowed to go to work at 7 :30 a.m. 
and quit at 5 :30 p.m. 

This amendmeut was not seconded 
and the main motion being put was lost, 
those voting for it being Aid. Tiarks and 
Marchant, besides the mover and 
seconder, the other five aldermen voting 
nay. 

Ald. Humphrey then moved his 
amendment as a substantive motion, 
seconded by Aid. Cameron. It was car- 
ried, Aid. Partridge alone dissenting, as 
he is opposed to interfering with the 
contract in any way. 

The clause reporting the claim of 
$11,771 made by the contractors for ex- 
tras, was " laid on the table." 

Ald. Wilsox moved, seconded by 
Aid. Williams, that applications for the 
position of poundkeeper be received up 
to the 27th inst. Carried. 

Ald. Humphrey moved the second 
reading of his by-law providing that 
any elector otherwise qualified may vote 
at municipal elections notwithstanding 
that he may be in arrears for taxes. 

This was agreed to and the council 
went into committeeof the whole on the 
by-law. A long discussion took place as 
to whether or not householders and 
licenseholders should have the benefit of 
the proposed change, and to give time 
for consideration the committee rose and 
reported progress. 

The council adjourned at 10.45 p.m.

Yesterday saw the preliminary prepa- 
rations completed for the military re- 
view and aliain battle at Macaulay Point 
fortifications, the great celebration event 
oE Tuesday and the closing feature of 
the carnival. Contrary to the custom of 
the past the review will this year come 
first, the battle being reserved for the 
•climax of the day's manoeuvres. The 
bluejackets, with the ships' and land 
Marines, are to bo drawn up in line and 
at open order, facing from the sea, at 
Point Macaulay, and to be in position 
sharp at '2. o'clock, the parade ground 
being that strip of open country in use 
lately as the United Service golf links 
Admiral Stephenson and his stuff are 
expected to arrive on the scene at about 
2:30, and will be received with the 
general salute, the brigade afterwards 
firing a/eit dejoie, which will bo punc 
tuated with the roar of the seven guns 
of the lioyal Marine Artillery between 
each of t he rounds. 

" Order Arms ! " "Shoulder Anns 
and the royal salute will be the next 
orders, and then the caps will come off 
and three cheers for Her Majesty will 
close the first chapter of the military 
programme. 

Eacli battalion— the bluejackets, Ma- 
rines and Canadian Artillery— will after- 
wards form in quarter column by the 
right on their number ones, and inarch 
past the saluting basej in column, the 
attacking party leading tho inarch — 
first the ships' nine-pounders, then the 
bluejackets, then tho Marines and then 
the defending force, with six 13-pounder 
field guns in command of Capt. Barnes, 
E.M.A., and last, the 5th Regiment, C.A. 
After the march past the battalions are 
to be formed up in line facing the salut- 
ing bai-e — the bluejackets in front, the 
Marines next and the Fifth Regiment 
' last. 

Here the second section of the three- 
part military programme is taken up, 
with physical drill by the jolly "shell- 
backs " ; on completion of this the blue- 
jackets forming into fours march back to 
the rear through the other battalions. 
The Marines follow with sword-bayonet 
exercise; the Fifth Regiment take their 
turn with the review exorcise; and the 
detachments from the ships big gun drill 
— mounting and dismounting the nine- 
pounders. This ends the drill features 
and the sham fight begins. 

The scene of the encounter will be the 
new fortifications, and the bluejackets 
marching off from the saluting base in 
three columns forming the attacking 
force under Commander Nicholson, 
their lines extending along the sea road. 
A single gun from the invaders' ranks 
will be the signal for the opening of the 
attack, which will, no doubt, be sharply 
repulsed. The duty of holding the forts 
falls to their natural defenders, the 
Royal Marine Artillery, and the 5th 
Regiment Canadian Artillery, the latter 
also throwing out their outposts along 
the rocks. These latter will be finally 
driven in through tho fort gates, 
and the halt will be sounded 
only when the attacking party reach 
the palisades. The engagement will 
be particularly interesting in bringing 
into service the new fortB, and every in- 
dulgence possible will bo accorded the 
curiouB public. The latter are, how- 
ever, particularly requested to keep off 
the parade srround— for their own safety 
and convenience as we'll aB not to inter- 
fere with the evolutions and manoeuvres 
of the afternoon. 

In connection with the part to be 
borne by the Mainland companies in the 
military spectacles tho Colonist's Van- 
couver "correspondent says: 

"Fifty men from each company, 
numbers 4, 5 and t>, will leave for Vic- 
toria'by Sunday's boat. They will camp 
Oil arrival in the parliament grounds 
over James Bay and will put in a hard 
day's drill on Monday, preparatory for 
Tuesday's heavy work at the new forts 
and on the parade ground. " 

NEW BORDEAUX MIXTURE. 

This was first suggested by M. Michael 
Perret at a meeting of the National Ag- 
ricultural Society of Prance, and it was 
designed to remove certain objections to 
the use of the old mixture, being less 
injurious to foliage, less liable to be 
washed away by rains and less liable to 
choke the nozzle of the spraying ma- 
chine. The formula is as follows: 
Quicklime, -1 pounds oz. ; sulphate of 
copper, 4 pounds on. ; molasses, 4 
pounds oz. ; water, 22 gallons. The 
essential difference between the old for- 
mulas is the presence of the molasses, 
which has a greater influence than 
would at first bo expected. The pre- 
scription as given by M. Perret is to add 
the molasses to the 13 gallons of water, 
then slack the lime and add four and one- 
half gallons of water to form a milk of 
lime; pour this sweetened water, stir- 
ring briskly in order to mix intimately, 
Next, in a third (wooden) vessel, dissolve 
the hlutatone and pour this into the 
previous mixture, stirring weil. In. this 
blending of materials, chemical changes 
are taking place. When the milk of 
lime and sweetened solution are in- 
timatoly mixed together then saccharate 
of lime is formed. Next, when-to this 
is added the solution of sulphate of cop- 
per, a double decomposition takes place; 
sulphate of lime is formed on the one 
hand and soluble saccharate of copper 
on the other. This saccharate of copper 
is only formed in the presence of the ex- 
cess of lime, and its formation is indi- 
cated by the mixture assuming a bratiti- 
Eul greenish tinge. Thus the mixture 
is rendered alkaline, and the acid neu- 
tralized by the lime. — Orange Judd 
Parmor. 

Summer sprays to keep in check 
woolly and green aphiede should be ap- 
plied where these pests exist, using one 
of the following formulas : (1) Soak four 
pounds waste tobacco in nine gallons hot 
water (or in cold water for 4 or 5 days), 
dissolve one pound whale oil soap in one 
gallon hot water, strain tho tobacco de- 
e'ewtion into tho dissolved soup and apply 



gallon water, heat together until dissolv- 
ed, and while boiling add gradually four 
gallons of. warm water, stirring nil the 
time until the mixture tafiomes f Wk in 
color. When wanted for use dilute as 
follows : For woolly aphides, ono part 
solution to six parts warm wat er ; for 
green aphides, ono part solution to ten 
parts warm water. Apply with 11 spray 
pump, using all the force possible. Tho 
resin wash is sold in prepared form 
ready for dilution. Woolly aphides on 
the trunks and main l'un'oa of trees 
may also be easily killed by touching 
them with a swab dipped in eonl oil, as 
coal oil will injure trees if applied too 
freely. 

For black spot or scab of apples and 
pears, a fungous disease affecting most 
orchards in lower British Columbia, the 
Bordeaux mixture should be used with- 
out fail as a preventive. Formula— Dis- 
solve four pounds copper sulphate (blue 
vitriol) in four gallons hot water in an 
earthen or wooden vessel. In another 
vessel slack four pounds quicklhne in 
four gallons hot water, strain this into 
the dissolved bluestono and add water 
to make fifty gallons altogether. Apply 
the mixture with a spray pump and lino 
nozzle, the object being to deposit a thin 
film or coating of tho mixture upon all 
parts of tho trees. Repeat the spraying 
in two or three weeks' time. 

DRAWN WORK IN CROCHET. 

It Resembles tho Drawn Work patterns 
From Which It Im Copied. 

A very dainty novelty in crochet work 
is shown in a number of illustrations in 
The Ladies' Homo Journal. At first sight 
ono can hardly believe that it is crochet 
work, s< > closely, dins it resembl the 
drawmvork patterns from which it is 
copied. This resemblance is much closer 
when the thread employed is very lino — 
the French thread, for instance. JJeauti- 
ful work of this kind may also bo done 
in flue silk. For coarser work the Vic- 
toria knitting silk is preferable to crochet 
twist. It is softer; consequently the 
separate stitches are not so discernible. 
The patterns can be utilized for conrsei 
work than that for which they are de-

The following squares have to bo 
joined on two sides. When tho required 
length is made work on each side Ode 
into each space, 1 d c into each point 
and 1 d c whero the ch join. For the 
knotted fringe pierce holes in the linen 
closo to the edgo (which should bo 
doubled as far as the insertion), by 
means of a sewing machine, with tho 
ueedlo not threaded; set tho stitch 
large. Work into tho holes d c with 
loops of ch between ; into theso loops 
knot the fringe made of thos:mio thread 
used for working.

ISLANDS OF THE PACIFIC. 

An Entertaining Lecture by Captain G. H. 
Morse at A.O.U.W. Hall. 

Capt. G. H. Morse, of San Francisco, 
who lectured lost night at, A.O.LT.VV . 
hall, has a breezy, bluff style of delivery 
and an original manner ol putting things 
that give zest to his subjects and pleaee 
the audience. He had a plentiful. store 
of anecdotes and incidents to draw from, 
and as he has spent many years of . his 
half century afloat in voyaging across 
the Pacific he was quite at home in his 
descriptions of the Hawaiian, Samoan 
and other islands of tho Pacific. Captain 
Morse is well known to most of the 
older residents of Victoria, and When 
Hon. E. G. Prior introduced him pre- 
paratory to the lecture as the former 
commander of the steamship Dakota, 
which used to call at this 
port, the applause showed • that 
the captain had many friends here who 
remembered him with pleasure. Capt. 
Morse in opening remarked upon the 
wonderful improvements that had taken 
place in Victoria since he was here last. 
It was almost like a new town to him. 
Ho then branched off into his subject, 
Btarting with a series of lantern views of 
interesting portions of California. Then 
he passed over to Hawaii, describing 
pleasantly and with a vein of line nat- 
ural humor the islands, the people and 
their history. One point he dealt with 
strongly was that the deterioration of 
the natives and their increasing mor- 
tality was due to their adoption oflthe 
white men's clothes; clothing was the 
death knell of the natives. Many 
views of the beauty spots of 
the islands were shown, and the 
lecturer then passed on to the Sa- 
moan islands, their magnificent type of 
men and women being amply illustra- 
ted. Most interesting of all were the 
reminiscences of Robert Louis Steven- 
son, whom Captain Morse knew per- 
sonally, and excellent pictures were 
shown of the great story writer and bis 
family and eurroundings in Samoa. 

A splendid bit of descriptive ' elo- 
quence was that of the terrible hurri- 
crneat Apia, when H.M.S. Calliope, in 
the face of the fierce storm, forced her 
way to the open sea, while the American 
and German men-o'-war were wrecked. 
The gallant cheers of the sailors on the 
U.S.S. Trenton, who forgetting for a 
moment their own distress applauded 
the success of the Calliope, would, the 
speaker said, never be forgotten by the 
British navy. In closing his lecture, 
Captain Morse said he intended to ob- 
tain a number of views of British Col- 
umbia, so that when he spoke in other 
places he could tell them something 
about this province, for which he pre- 
dicted a splendid future. 



STILL CUTTING IT DOWN. 

The " City of Puebla" Establishes a New 
Record Between San Francisco 
and This Port, 

The Pacific Coast Steamship Co.'s fly- 
er, the City of Puebla, distinguiahe 
herself yesterday morning by making a 
new record between San Francisco and 
this city, reducing the best time made 
by fully an hour. It was her own pre- 
vious record which was eclipsed, it hav- 
ing never been equalled and being a lit- 
tle over 49 hours. Now the ocean flyer 
has cut the time to a little over 48 hours.

X Act, 1893," is published for general Infor- 
mation by direction of the Provincial Board of 
Health :- 

"See. 09. Whenever any householder knows 
that any person within bis family or household 
has the small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
cholera, or typhoid fever, he sbnll (subject in 
ease of relusal or neglect to the penalties pro- 
vided by sub-section (2) of section 98) within 
twenty-four hours give notice thereof to the 
local Board of Health,* or to the Medical 
Health (Jilicer of the District in which ho re- 
sides, if there be one, and such notice shall be 
given either at the olllce of the Medical Health 
Officer brby a communication addressed to him 
and duly mailed within the time above spccilled. 
and incase there is 110 Medical Health Otileer, 
then to 'the locid Board of Health." 

Sub section (2) of section us provides a penalty 
of ,f 100, or imprisonment for six months, for 
neglect to report as required. 

.'The Government Agent Is tho Local Board 
of Health In outlying Districts.
